The Indians abandoned everything and 
scattered among the rocks and canyons. 
The soldiers trailed on foot till sundown, 
forcing the renegades out of the mountains, 
and yesterday morning trailed them to San 
Pedro river, which they had crossed during 
the night, heading for San Carlos. 
It is now believed they are trying to get 
back to the reservation, in which case they 
will have to pass between Fort Grant and 
Aravaipai canyon. 
Captain W iut took up the trail at the 
point where the Indians crossed San Pedro, 
and Johnson will go at once to Aravaipai 
canyon to intercept them. 
The hostiles can do 110 serious damage 
in their present crippled condition. If not 
captured soon they- will probably lay hid­ 
den in the mountains until they get an 
opportunity to make a raid on some ranch 
to procure horses. 
Lieutenant Johnson is warmly 
com­ 
mended for his vigorous pursuit and cap­ 
ture of the Indian outfit. 
Great excitement was caused yesterday 
by a report circulated that a general out­ 
break of the Apaches was about to occur, 
hut up to this time nothing definite has 
been heard.

New Y o r k , June 13th.—The excitement 
in the coffee market, which has attended 
the decline in coffee, reached its highest 
to-day, and the brokers acting for bull op­ 
erators became panic-stricken and rushed 
to sell, without regard to prices. The bulls 
biame the Gruner-Crossman syndicate tor 
starting the decline which culminated in 
to-day’s panic, but the bear syndicate 
strained every nerve tocheck the fall, with­ 
out success. In fact, the syndicate brokers 
were the only buyers at the opening, which 
was at 17 cents a pound—over a cent below 
Saturday's close, and although a rally was 
caused by bear-supporting orders, rumors 
of trouble and continued selling caused 
them to stop buying and join the bulls in 
unloading the stuff they had taken early. 
All througli the forenoon the selling was 
coupled with the wildest scenes ever wit- 
n?ssed in the Exchange, and in all the 
offices there were knots of brokers gathered 
discussing the prospects of recovery. 
In the afternoon there was hope of a 
rally, but heavy selling continued, and 
soon the price fell off in heavy fluctua­ 
tions, until it reached 15 cents a pound. 
This decline was accompanied by a notice 
of the suspension of three firms—B. G. 
Arnold & Co.. Norton, Weyland, Bevan A 
Mackay, and Small. After the announce­ 
ment of these failures an organized effort 
was made by a prominent house—O’Don- 
uhue, Gruner & Orossman— to sustain the 
market, and they succeeded, in causing a 
rally of about one cent ail around. 
The failure of B. G. Arnold & Co. at­ 
tracted the most attention, as they are the 
most prominent house in the trade, but it 
was generally anticipated. 
The general opinion seems to be that the 
market has touched bottom, and will be 
stronger, but no one can predict with any 
surety. The panic has resulted in a suddeii 
influx oi telegrams from brokers, one of 
which, from Havre. France, says that the 
coffee market there has risen three francs 
(sixty points) to-day, owing to erroneous 
quotations from New York. Thus it would 
seem that the bulls must have taken ad­ 
vantage of the panic, and cabled a heavy 
advance instead of an actual decline.

The thing which the Anarchists would hail 
with the greatest delight would be the dis­ 
organization of the Knights of Iaibor. 
No 
man should be so blind as to thrust aside 
the hands of the Knights of Labor. I have 
held back the hands ot anarchy in this coun­ 
try and have received no help from the 
manufacturers. They say there is no dis­ 
cipline in the Knights of Labor. Perhaps 
not, b at there will be. We are having it 
now, and if I command but 5,000 men, 
they will go where I say. or they will go 
nowhere.” 
Referring to the reports of certain dissen­ 
sions in the order, he said that differences 
did exist—they always would exist so long 
as men were men—but the order would 
survive all difficulties. H e delivered a pow­ 
erful philippic on the power of rum, denied

It. is stated in a Sacramento dispatch that 
Chief Justice Niles Searis was disqualified 
from sitting in the ease of Miller vs. Dunn, 
which came before the Supreme Court ro- 
centlv, by the fact of his having on tile, in 
the Controller's office, a claim for $300, 
three m onths’ salary as Commissioner, 
against the State drainage fund. 
Judge 
Searis gave the following explanation of 
the case to a reporter yesterday : 
"T h e case involving the validity of the 
claims against the State under the Drainage 
Act came before me when 1 was one of me 
Commissioners of the Supreme Court. 
I 
then declined to lake part in any review "f 
the suit, thinking i was an interested 
party. 
While a Director under th e ‘Act to 
Promote Drainage,’ 1 did for a while draw 
a salary of $100 a month, and I believe 
when the Act was declared unconstitu­ 
tional, $200 or $300 was due me. 
Subse­ 
quently, when appointed Chief Justice, 
knowing the ease ol Miller vs. Dunn was 
to come before 
he Court agaiu. and the 
other Judges des.ting me to act with them , 
and wishing to divest myself of ail interest 
in the matter, 1 assigned the claim, if I had 
any, to George li. Katzenstein. of Sacra­ 
mento, in trust for the Good Templars’ 
Orphan Home of that city. I sent the as­ 
signment to him, and received an acknowl­ 
edgment of its receipt. At the request of 
the other Judges I then acted in the case. 
I have always considered that my claim a3 
a Drainage Commissioner was ’ nominal, 
amounting to only $200 or $300, hut in or­ 
der to divest myself of all interest in the 
case, I assigned whatever is due me, as I 
have stated.”

A news­ 
paper cannot at all times be equally inter­ 
esting, because its interest chiefly depends 
upon the events narrated. If events of 
interest do not happen, a part of the pa­ 
per’s interest for that issue is necessarily 
gone, and no amount of padding, puffing, 
stuffing, and staring head lines can cheat 
people into the belief that it is telling new9 
of importance.

gen, ammonia, carbon, monoxide, oxalic 
acid and impure hydro cyanic acid wereali 
tried. 
In nearly every instance the insects 
were not seriously affected, while in some 
the foliage was. A successful remedy was 
discovered, however. 
Ten 
pounds of 
cyanide of potash are dissolved in 2J gal­ 
lons of water, and the solution i." heated 
nearly to the boiling point, Tiiisisdiluted to 
2] gallons, and a small quantity of bi-car­ 
bonate of seda and sulphuric acid is added. 
The gas given off kills the insects, bnt the 
trees are not injured. This gas is poisonous 
and care must be taken in handling.—.s' F 
Post.

The iota) number of persons killed by 
wild animals and venomous snakes in the 
ten divisions of Bengal daring the official 
year 1885-6 wss the highest in the last five 
years, and amounted to 11,823. As is usual, 
nine-tenths of these deaths were caused by 
snakes. 
But of 12,223 buffaloes, oxen, 
horses and ponies destroyed in this man­ 
ner, only 311 were killed by snakes. These 
annual teturns do not take account of 
sheep, goats, pigs and monkeys, the de­ 
struction of which is very large. The hy­ 
ena is credited with the destruction of 773 
head of cattle. 
In Bhagnipore the number 
of wolves killed fell to 80 from 337 in the 
year before, and the reason given was that 
a shikari had been punished foran attem pt 
to pass off jackals heads for the heads of 
wolves. 
Passing over the most formidable 
wild animals, it appears that 54S persons 
were killed bv jackals, 221 by crocodiles or 
a ligaiors, 84 by pigs, and 22 by elephants— 
whether wild or domestic is not stated—12 
by buffaioes and oxen, 1 by a horse, 1 by a 
deer and 2 by muskrats, the bite of the lat­ 
ter having brought on mortification or te­ 
tanus. Only 18 deaths were put down to 
n;ad dogs, which is regarded as a manifest 
understatement. Not a single death was 
caused by wild animals in the town or 
suburbs of Calcutta, but 13 persons died 
from snako-bite. The total amount of 
29,884 rupees was paid for the destruction 
of wild animals and venomous snakes, as 
compared with 42 374 in the preceding 
ve.tr.— London 7 lines.

The California Spirit of the Times opens 
the door to an important truth when it 
says, rcferriug to the threadbare iteration 
of “ how much San Francisco does for the 
State,” as an excuse forever preferred by 
its people for attempts to absorb the vital­ 
ity of the interior:

In the evening Mr. Lawless, the 
Chief Officer of the ship, explained to the 
passengers assembled in the saloon some of 
the principles of navigation. 
Tuesday morning w-e sighted land to the 
southward—the island of Molokai. In a 
little while Diamond Head, a tall precipice 
at the entrance to Honolulu harbor, came 
into view. We were then boarded by a 
pilot and several Masons who came out to 
meet us. At 12 o’clock noon we arrived in 
the harbor of Honolulu, Island of Oahu. 
As we drew up to the wharf the far-famed 
Royal Hawaiian Band, which was sta­ 
tioned there, rendered a few selections, and 
we stepped off into a foreign land.

THE HEALTH OF THE STATE. 
M ortality for the M onth of M ay—F av o r­ 
able K eporta. 
Dr. G errard G. Tyrrell, Perm anent Sec­ 
retary of the State Board of H ealth, in ­ 
cludes the following rem arks in his report 
for the m onth of May : 
Reports having been received front 
ninety localities in different parts of liie 
State, we are justified in believing that no 
disease of an epidem ic type is prevalent in 
any part of it. T he m ortality for the 
m onth of May num bers 870, in an esti­ 
m ated population of 653,050, a percentage 
of 1.3 per thousaud per m onth—sam e as 
that of last m onth, and sufficiently low to 
indicate the generai healthfuiness of the 
com m unity. 
Dysentery has prevailed to a noticeable 
extent in Live Oak, Gridley, M arysville, 
Downey, Biggs, Susan vil le. K nights’Ferry, 
St. Helena, Napa, Bakersfield and M axwell. 
The warm days preceding the cool nights, 
noticed upon several occasions, were no 
doubt an exciting cause of the disease. 
The epidem ic in Gridley and Live Oak is 
calculated to strengthen the opinion, which 
prevails to a considerable extent, tfiat the 
disease depends upon a specific virus, 
which is transm issible from the sick to the 
well. Iu all cases of dysentery it would 
be an act of prudence to adopt the theory 
that the discharges are infectious. They 
should, therefore, be Ihoroughiy disin­ 
fected by a solution of corrosive sublim ate 
as soon as evacuated, and then buried im ­ 
m ediately. 
By this m eans a dangerous 
epidem ic m ay be averted. The sam e pre­ 
cautions should be taken in all cases of 
diarrhcea, as the bacteria;, which rapidly 
develop with the decomposition, m ay be­ 
come infective and dangerous. 
Six cases of sm all-pox occurred during 
the m onth in Los Angeles, which were 
treated in the Sm all-pox H ospital. Dr. 
Hogan, H ealth Officer, reports no deaths. 
Private advices inform m e of one death of 
a child, four years old, on the 27th inst. In 
San Francisco six cases are under treat­ 
m ent in the hospital. These, with one 
exception, were im ported on a Chinese 
steam er, and are now convalescent. The 
exceptional case voluntarily presented 
him self to the authorities. H e has no idea 
where the disease was contracted. Ad 
vices from N ogahs. in Arizona, declare the 
disease epidem ic in that town. The Gov­ 
ernm ent has a medical inspector there to 
prevent its spread in Arizona, and ail trains 
leaving the Territory are inspected. 
Scarlet fever is noticed in Sacramento, 
Fort Bidwell, M axwell, Shasta, Biggs. 
Selma, Anderson, lone and Fresno. In the 
latter town, Dr. A. L. A dam s inform s us 
that the disease appeared quite suddenly, 
and is supposed to have arisen from a fam ­ 
ily w ho had scarlet fever som e m onths pre­ 
viously, but w ho attended a picnic w ithout 
taking any precaution to have their clothes 
disinfected before doing so. T he disease 
attacked, sim ultaneously, sixteen children, 
and som e forty persons were taken with 
sore throat forty-eight hours after the pic­ 
nic, at w hich ice-cream was freely dis­ 
pensed. It is possible there m ay be some 
connection between the fever, sore t hi oat 
and the ice-cream, but Dr. A dam s was un­ 
able to trace it. 
D iphtheria is not so prevalent as in the 
previous few m onths. It is still in San 
Francisco, and sporadic cases were noted 
in San Ptdro, E tna M ills, Truckee, Jack­ 
son, Colton, Benicia, Yaifejo, O akland and 
M axwell. 
Dr. W . E. Robe states that 
eight cases occurred twenty-five m iles from 
Maxwell, six of them in one fam ily and 
two in another. The latter were children 
who were purposely exposed to the disease 
by their m other, believing, very foolishly, 
that, like measles, all children should have 
it, and the sooner the better. H er unfor­ 
tunate ignorance was sadly rew arded by 
the death of cne child and the recovery of 
the other doubtful. It is to be hoped that 
the lesson of prudence in the presence of 
contagious disease thus so distressingly 
taught, will not be lost to the com m unity 
in w hich it occurred. The cases occurring 
in San Pedro were all isolated by Dr. W el­ 
don, and by careful disinfection the disease 
was prevented from spreading beyond its 
original location. 
No further reports have been received of 
the prevalence of cholera in Mexico. Con­ 
sul \\ ¡Hard, at Guaymas. reports Sonora to 
be free from any contagious disease except 
measles among children.

A ud K vidently F rom a M em ber of th at 
N um erous ¡Fraternity. 

R b c o r d - U n i o n : A large number of 
California workingmen necessarily travel 
about the State during a portion of the 
year, for while they are able to find plenty 
of employment at times, at others they are 
left entirely destitute of a job. Then it is 
that they commence to roam, generally 
upon the beams, and the same men who 
one month before were elevating bricks for 
a building or working fourteen hours a day 
in the harvest field are found traveling 
through this and adjoining States and Ter­ 
ritories. 
Why is it that the workingman of Cali­ 
fornia is given to traveling, or to use the 
harsh phrase, tramping, when his confreres 
in the Eastern States do not do so? might 
be asked by Eastern people with some show 
of reason. 
The answer is simply that workingmen 
in California are often treated too much 
like dogs! For

dogs! F or exam ple 
day's work he is generally told that he can 
sleep anyw here he wishes upon the ranch. 
This generally am ounts to his sleeping or 
freezing in the hay until m orning, when 
he is expected to turn out and get through 
a good day’s work. Such treatm ent of 
workingm en as this is not likely to greatly 
increase their desire for em ploym ent in the 
future. 
Again, work is only plentiful in Califor­ 
nia during the sum m er m onths, yet this 
trouble m ight, to som e extent, be remedied 
by careful distribution of the labor over 
the different seasons of the year. 
W hen, as often happens, a “ b u m ” is 
killed riding upon a brake-beam , it seldom 
excites m uch com m ent, because " he was 
only a tram p.’’ Y et if the m atter were to 
be m ore fully investigated, it would be 
often found that the crew of the train 
caused his death by calling upon him “ to 
come off on the tly,” or throw ing rocks, or 
that m ore dangerous missile, the coupling- 
pin, at him . Y et when do we hear of a 
brakem an being hung or even punished for 
these m urders ? 
The incentive for these crim es is gener­ 
ally the im pecuniousness of their victims, 
who are unable to answ er satisfactorily the 
question. “ H ave you got any stuff?” 
A fter helping to pick up a’few dead part­ 
ners, the average brake-rider sees his fate 
clearly depicted before his eyes; in fact, 
be can never forget it, night or day, while 
the very wheels seem to echo it in the 
words, “ Meet your doom .’’ Then he prob­ 
ably grows reckless, aud tries everything in 
his attem pt to leave the road, but generally 
meets w ith but tem porary success. 
W e often hear it argued that they should 
never have fallen low enough to have to 
tram p around the country; but let these 
parties, w ho are w illing to judge others, 
them selves get out, or nearly out, of m oney 
w hilst away from their friends, and they 
will find that kicks down hill are very n u ­ 
merous. 
There is one class of persons who fully 
deserve their fate. I refer to a low, depraved 
class of wretches w ho often frequent “ the 
road," and w ho generally come from 
and are the scum of the large cities, where 
they are usually raised and graduated into 
w arrantable worthlessness. But a large 
percentage of the “ m en on the ro ad ” are 
there through bad luck and bad treatm ent. 
To such let the people of California lend a 
helping hand ; and when they hire them to 
work, treat them as ordinary citizens, and 
not as crim inals.

D eatli of a I’ioneer Lady. 
A correspondent writing from Placer- 
ville says : “ Many of your readers, es­ 
pecially the pioneers of El Dorado county, 
will be pained to learn of the death of 
Mrs. John Curran, one of the pioneer wo­ 
men of this county, who for many years 
resided at Cold Springs." In speaking of 
the sad event, the Virginia City Enterprise 
of June 7th savs: “ Mrs. John Curran, of 
Gojd Hill, died last evening about 7 
o’clock. Mrs. Curran was 55 years of age, 
and was one of the pioneers ot the Pacific 
coast. She was a native of Halifax, Nova 
Scotia. In 1852 she crossed the plains 
from Galena, Illinois, and settled in 
El Dorado county, C'al., near Placerville. 
Thence she removed to Yolo county, and 
from there came to Gold Hill, where she 
resided up to the time of her death. She 
was the sister of Thomas tjuirk, ex-fore­ 
man of the Yellow Jacket mine, who died 
about seven years ago. Mrs. Curran was 
the mother of eleven children, eight of 
whom are living and were with her last 
evening when she died, bast December 
a cancer made its appearance in tier left 
breast, which developed with alarming 
rapidity. In January the breast was re­ 
moved by Dr. Murphy, of San Francisco. 
It was thought that the operation had af- 
ficted a permanent cure, but about the 1st 
of April the cancer broke out in ihe right 
breast and in the left lung, and proved so 
indignant as to defy all medical skill. 
Mrs. Curran's death will be mourned by a 
large circle of friends, as she was a most 
estimable lady.”

QECTION 1— EVERY PARENT, GUARDIAN 
ÍO or other peisou in the S:ate of California 
having control and charge of any child or 
children between the ages of eight and fourteen 
years, shall be required to send any such child 
or children to a public school for a period of at 
least two-thirds of the time during which a 
public school shall he taught in each city, or 
city aud county, or school district iucach school

B y far th e greatest p a rt ot farm in g done 
in th is favored spot o f earth is fru it-farm ­ 
ing, ran g in g from th e h ig h -to n e d orange 
dow n to a com m on apple, th e b u lk of 
w h ich , 
how ever, 
consists 
in 
grow ing 
peaches, apricots, p lu m s and pears. 
In 
o rd er to m ak e fru it-farm in g , o u tsid e o f a 
p leasan t occupation, also a profitable one, 
tw o w ell-disposed factors are n e c e ssa ry : 
first, th a t n a tu re sm ilts ; second (an d by 
n o m eans th e least im p o rta n t one), th a t 
th e consum er (in form o f th e sh ip p e r or 
can nery) sm iles. 
The friendly disposition o f the first one 
is evident. The orchards are one vast gar­ 
den, the trees are literally laden down with 
the finest fruit, which only the fortunate 
combination of unsurpassed climate and 
soil can produce. This ought to be a sure 
means to swell the bank account of every 
fruit-grower, small or great. 
But has it 
been ? W ill it be in future? 
The first question can be answered with 
a certainty that very often it has not been. 
Everybody knows that such fruit which is 
not adapted for shipping, and most fruit of 
suqh small growers who for some reason 
are not prepared for shipping—and there 
are many—had to be sold to the cannery. 
All the growers had necessarily to sell 
their truit, while the cannery had not 
necessarily to buy the' fruit of all the 
growers, as in m ost seasons one-half or 
one-fourth of the crop was sufficient to 
occupy its entire capacity. 
Therein was the crisis. 
If hum anity— 
and fruit-growers in particular—were com­ 
posed of angels, then one-half of the grow­ 
ers would permit their entire crop to re­ 
main unsold, 111 order to give the other 
half an opportunity to realize good prices 
for theirs, but, as nten are not angels as yet, 
they show their human inclinations by 
competing with each other; by lowering 
she prices of their respective fruits, lower 
and still lower, so as to sell their crop, to 
“ get at least something for it.” which is 
but natural. 
But it was also just as nat­ 
ural that the consumer—i. e., the cannery— 
took advantage of this crisis. 
The latter 
had the power to dictate the price, and it 
used this power in its own interest. 
I do 
not blame the cannery proprietor for such 
use. 
I m ight just as well blame any 
farmer, who would not pay $10 for an im ­ 
plement which he can get for $5. 
Thus we see, that while one factor for 
the financial success of fruit-growing is 
favorable—the producing 
part, its indis­ 
pensable co-factor—the selling part—is not. 
Can this co-factor be made favorable io 
future? 
Let us se e : 
f 
The grower has, outside of his shipping 
fruit, a lot o f fruit which he cannot dispose 
of, he thinks, unless to the cannery. 
Con­ 
sequently, as he argues, he is forced to sell 
to the cannery, even if the price obtained 
hardly repays his own labor. But, here 
conies my suggestion. 
Let me ask you what does the canneiy 
do with your fru t? “Oh," you reply, “they 
can it and sell it to a great advantage.” 
W hy, then, do you sell it to the cannery 
instead of canning it yourself and pocket­ 
ing, outside of what the cannery pays you, 
that profit also, which the latter gains 011 
your product? 
Oh, because m y father has always sold 
his crop to the cannery, and so have I 
these last fifteen years, although I admit 
that it would pay me much better tocan it.” 
W hy then don’t you go to work and 
can it ?” 
“ My acreagp for orchard is too sm all for 
that, 1 believe.” 
W hy do you not combine with your 
neighbor or neighbors your fruit, your 
purse, your brain and your efforts, in order 
to gain that ability, which you are lacking 
individually, namely the ability to put up 
a small-sized cannery to can your own 
fruit, to sell your owu canned fruit, and to 
put in your own pocket the profit for your 
own fruits. 
You could co-operate with 
your neighbors three or live miles surround­ 
ing; their combined orchard acreage would 
more than suffice to keep a cannery occu­ 
pied, and after the can goods are marketed, 
each of the co-operators would receive an 
equal share of the net receipts, in propor­ 
tion to the quantity of fruit delivered. 
For 
instance, you have delivered eight tons, 
your neighbor A, ten tons and B six tons 
of a certain variety of fruit, and that variety 
has netted, say, t5 cents per lb : Then you 
would receive $1*30, A would received $1,200 
and B, $720. 
“ I never gave any thought to the idea, 
but I admit it is a good one, only that some 
of m y neighbors could perhaps not wait 
for their money until their share is due.” 
That could be overcome in the following 
way; 
Organize a stock company, cail it 
"The Maybew Stition Fruit-Canning Com­ 
pany ” or “ The Rentier Station Cannery.” 
or any other name, and issue shares, lim ­ 
ited in number, to be held only by fruit­ 
growers ; sell these shares and" utilize its 
proceeds to erect a' cannery, to pay for the 
delivered fruit the much-desired cash tight 
on delivery, and also to pay the labor and 
all the current expense?» until the cash 
comes in from the marketed canned goods, 
which money then, after reducing the 
amount laid out, and after reducing another 
amount for allowing a certain percentage 
for the invested capital to the shareholders, 
has to be divided equally among those who 
delivered fruit, in proportion to the quan­ 
tity delivered. 
Now mark the difference of what has 
been and w h a t would be. according to this 
suggestion. 
For instance, you have on 
handjust now ten tons of peaches of such 
varieties as are not adapted for shipping. 
If you sell these ten tons to the cannery— 
say at the rate of one cent u pou d—you 
receive your $200, and that's all. 
You 
have nothing to expect of the probable 
gain which your peaches will yield to the 
c..tKiery, neither does it matter to the latter 
whether this price permits you a comforta- 
kle or a bare living, or whether it pays your 
expenses at all. On the other hand; if you 
were to deliver your ten tons of peaches to 
the Stock Company’s cannery, of which 
you were, by virtue of jour membership, 
a part-proprietor, you would receive also 
yi.tr $200 for your fruit in cash (or in 
shares, as you migkt desire), and outside 
of this you would he entitled to all the net 
profit which these ten tons o f peaches 
would yield. 
Tito com pany, in o&er werds. pays one 
cent Cor the peaches, and puts ou four 
cents erorth of tabor and other outlay, 
making in all five centt, and realizes for it 
ten cents, which would leave a margin of 
five cent", per pound or «1.000 for your ten 
tons of peaches, which amount belongs to 
you. 
000 would ce paid when the 
profits art divided each season. Can you 
imagine Cue great benefit which you would 
derive from-such eo-operskoo ? 
Not only 
the certain try with which vs.: could figure 
on a market, not only tbe>oomparatively 
large am ount.of money w hícb you would 
receive more than by the present state by 
virtue of sharitig the profits. Hot only the 
^Advantage titai each grower would find it 
4a his every ¿at'rest to deliver only the 
«■cry choicest o i fruits, as its .easier sale 
actually profits h u own pocket, and that 
tlips a reputation .o f a brand would be 
established, which would insu re,an easy 
a n i nrnfitable market for the futrare, but 
alsoi lie very value of your land, c e which 
these peaches, aprioo.s. etc.. are grown, 
would be doubled or tcvbíed. hecaui Eeast­ 
ern pec-ple. or any people for that matter, 
who am de droits ot Itavlog a home is; our 
winter!*;* climate, w ouid see that we not 
only ofttr them land s-jich producer- a 
never-faitug crop, but sleo
